Usage in pregnancy Safe use in pregnancy has not 
been established relative to possible adverse effects 
on fetal development. Therefore, PERCOCET®-5 
should not be used in pregnant women unless, in 
the judgment of the physician, the potential benefits 
outweigh the possible hazards. 

Usage in children PERCOCET®-5 should not be 
administered to children. 

PRECAUTIONS Head injury and increased intra- 
cranial pressure The respiratory depressant effects 
of narcotics and their capacity to elevate cerebro- 
spinal fluid pressure may be markedly exaggerated 
in the presence of head injury, other intracranial 
lesions or a pre-existing increase in intracranial 
pressure. Furthermore, narcotics produce adverse 
reactions which may obscure the clinical course of 
patients with head injuries. 

Acute abdominal conditions The administration of 
PERCOCET®-5 or other narcotics may obscure the 
diagnosis or clinical course in patients with acute 
abdominal conditions.
